NOTE: The proposed amendment, if entered, would newly introduce the limitations of "an input conversion module 
for converting the raw data into a zone structure wherein the zone structure represents the operator commands in a common format," as 
well as "a configuration module for associating a specific one of the one or more input devices corresponding to the zone structure W\{h a 
specific one of the one or more telepresence devices which responds to the telepresence device commands resulting from the zone 
structure" to independent claim 1; "converting the raw data into a zone structure, wherein the zone structure represents the movement 
commands in a common format" to independent claim 9; and "converting the raw data to a zone structure wherein the zone structure 
represents the operator commands in a common format" to independent claim 24.
